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POLITICAL SURPRISES. 


LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL’S SUDDEN 
CHANGE OF FRONT. 


An Ardent Supporter of the Tory Gov- 
ernment — Chamberiain’s Birmingham 
Specch—Davitt's American Visit—Editor 
O’Brien Adjudged Guilty and Sentenced 
to Three Months’ Imprisonment— The 
Expulsion of the French Princes— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LonDON, September &.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill has entirely disappointed the ex- 
pectations that were raised by his attitude 
while Parliament was sitting. It is always his 
habit to play violent parts. Nowhe outdoes 
the most sanguine supporters of the 
Government in eulogizing its policy and 
prophecying its success. The extinction of the 
National League is with Lord Randolph only a 
matter ot timo. All he seems to think neces- 
sary isto give the Government a free hand. 
This is in total contradiction with everything 
he said during the session, but that is no new 
discovery in connection with so light-headed a 
demagogue as he. ' 

CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH 
tothe Radical Union of Birmingham was an- 
other surprise. It was in the worst possible 
temper. Chamberlain was greatly aggravated 
by the overwhelming vote of the Birmingham 
Liberal Association, once completely under 
his thumb. In place of condemning the 
Mitchelistown police, Chamberlain praises the 
police without stint and declares, in flat op- 
position to his vote on the proclamation 
of the League, that the Government 
is doing the work well and must be supported. 
This simply is an illustration of Chamberlain’s 
usual unreliability. During the last fortnight 
of the session he was getting back into some- 
thing like his old relation with Gladstone. As 
an old friend of Chamberlain’s told me the 
other day, the real offense is that Gladstone 
continues to live. It, hesaid, Gladstone 
were to die to-morrow, Chamberlain’s home 
rule scheme would appear in the papers the 
day after. 
DAVITTT’S AMERICAN VISIT. 


The Times’ Dublin correspondent says the | 


visit of Davitt to America has forits main ob- 
ject the healing of the breach caused by 
O' Brien’s attitude towards Dr. McGlynn and 
Henry George. ‘‘The American subscriptions 
to the League are,’’ he adds, ‘‘seriously fall- 
ing off, and Davitt accordingly is going ona 
whipping-up crusade.’’ This is in direct con- 
tradiction with Davitt’s own statement. If 
the Mitchelistown Court isin the least degree 
impartial, O’Brien will probably be acquitted, 
as the evidence of the police is entirely broken 
down.

O’BRIEN GUILTY. 


The Irish Editor Sentenced to Three Months’ 
Imprisonment. 


CorkK, September 24.—The trial of Mr. Will- 
iam O’Brien, under the crimes act, which was 
commenced at Mitchellstown yesterday, was 
concluded to-day. The accused was found 
guilty and sentenced to three months’ im- 
prisonment. Notice of appeal from the judg- 
ment of the court was given. 

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

At the opening ofthe trial to-day Mr. Car- 
son, counsel for the Crown, complained to 
the Judge that Dr. Tanner, a Member of 
Parliament, had yesterday within the court, 
called him a mean, ruffianly coward, and had 
expressed the hope that his head might be 
broken. The court madea noteofthe com- 
plaint. Mr. O’Brien, replying to the charge 
made othis having used seditious language 
in a public address, declared that the Court 
was not competent to try him because it was 
foreign in its composition to the requirements 
of the British Constitution. Atthis point the 
Judge stopped Mr. O’Brien, saying the discus- 
sion would not be allowed in the proceedings. 
Mr. O’Brien thereupon declared that he was 
a chosen representative of ine Irish people 
and would advocate free speech. The Court 
again stopped bim. 5 

O’BRIEN’S SPEECH OF DEFENSE. 

Mr. O’Brien, in his speech of defense, said 
the Crown was guilty of having suppressed 
evidence favorable to him. The Crown had 
withheid, for instance, the notes made by the 
head Constable of the defendant’s speech. 
In these notes, he said, was re- 
corded his statement that the Irish party 
would give the land dill fair play. 
Continuing, Mr. O’Brien justified his defense 
of the Kingstown tenants on the ground that 
the evictions against them were commenced 
just on the eve of the passage of the land bill, 
and thus an attempt was made to defraud 
the poor, wretched tenants of the benefits of 


the measure. He admitted that he advised tne 


tenants not to give up without resistance and 

t he had declared that before God and 
man, they were justified in defending their 
nomes.

Fourth, That an appropriate champlonshi 
banner be played for, the cost of which oball 
not exceed $200. 

Fifth, That two umpires be chosen, one each 
from the League and Association, and that 
they serve alternately. Would aiso be pleased 
to test, in a game or two the plan of having 
two umpires, one stationed behind the bat for 
passing judgment’ on bails and strikes, the 
other near second base for 275 all put - 
outs made on the bases and in the field.

STREET DECORATIONS. 


The Arches—Festoons and Bunting—The 
Headquarters. 


St. Louis has put on her holiday garb in 
honor of her guests. In the business houses, 
hotel corridors and offices about town the 


decorators were busy all day hanging out 
banners of welcome and good will to the 
thousands of visitors who are 
now pouring into the city from all 
corners ofthe United States.

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THE FEDERAL COURT. 


JUSTICE MILLER TO MOVE THE MONEY- 
WHEEL IN THE MARSHAL’S OFFICE, 


One of Two Courses Can Be Taken by the 
Presiding Judge—The Prebable Outcome 
on Monday—A Rare Prosecution of a 
Roustabout and the Result—Creditors of 
the Kehlor Milling Company Seeking 
Facts and Figures. 


The arrival of Mr. Justice Miller of the 
United States Supreme Court on Monday 
morning is awaited with more than ordinary 
interest in Federal Court circles at this time. 
The death of United States Marshal 
Couzins’ during the court’s vacation has 
left matters in the Marshal’s department 
financially only at a standstill. Miss Pha@be 
Couzins, the chief deputy, has no authority to 
draw warrants pending the appointment of a 
successor, unless the presiding Justice of the 
circuit expressly clothes her with that power. 
There is a precedent under the statute for that 
course, but he has another, that of ap- 
pointing a Marshal ad interim and at 
the Custom-house there is some curiosity to 
know exactly what will be done or who will 
assume the reins of the office under the action 
of Mr. Justice Miller. Itis scarcely probable 
that the President will make the appointment 
until he has had an opportunity of consulting 
with the party ieaders out West on his coming 
tour.

It ap- 
peared that the contract for service was not 
signed by the roustabout until the boat had 
reached Alton, whereas section 4520 expressly 
provides that the contract must be written 
and signed before the boat leaves port. 

Under these circumstances there was noth- 
ing left for United States Commissioner Craw: 
ford but to discharge the roustabout and dis- 
miss the proceeding. The river men will be 
better posted in future, and the next prosecu- 
tion will probably stick.

GERMAN CATHOLICS, 


Prominent Laymen Issue a Call for Parti 
pation in the Papal Parade. 

The call of the German Catholic laity for 
participation in the Papal parade October 
has, as announced in yesterday’s Post-Dis 
PATCH, been issued. It appeared in th 
Amerika this morning signed bya numbe 
prominent laymen, among whom were Mess 
Louts Fusz, Caspar Homan, Wm, Fink, Geo 


Kaune, Conrad Lueke, Bernard Hellman, 
Fred R. NHeitkamp, Thomas Ferrenbach 
and Joseph F. Steinhaufel. The 
call recites that the meeting 


of priests last Monday night did not truly rep 
resent the real feeling of the German Catholic 
laity, and that individual and national pre}. 
udices should not be allowed to interfere with 
the success of the tribute to the Holy Father. 
At the close tbe call has this significant sen- 
tence: Doing all this that is, en- 
tering the parade, we will still remain 
Germans. A prominent German explains 
this as a delicate protest against the prey 
tion made at Monday night’s meeting that the 
Germans would prove recreant to their nation- 
ality if they participated in the parade. 

r. uis Fusz, whose name headed the 
call, is President of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society and one of the ‘most widely and favora- 
bly known churchmen in the diocese. Although 
not strietly a German, he has attended Ger- 
man churches, and isthus credited with Ger- 
man affiliations. Mr. Fuss was asked to-day 
about what he thought of the prospects ofa 


eneral turn-out of the German Catho- 
ic laity. „They are very good,“ 
he said. ‘‘I feel sure that full 


seven-eighths of the laity will parade. If 
the priest should be unwilling to take partin 
any parish then the representation would be 
individual, but there a number which will 
turn out as parishes.’’ 

In regard tothe objections stated Mr. Fusz 
believed them to be merely specious pleading; 
especially so in regard to the charge that 
the parade is premature because the 
jubilee is not celebratabie until December 31, 
the end of fifty years.

The young can dispose of far more 
foodthan the aged, or even middle-aged, a 
theory which has usually been observed in 
direct inverse ratioto the law laid down by 
our author. He regards the subject as one of 
nothing less than vital importance, as the 
result of his observation’ and experience 
leads him to the decision that more than 
one-half of the disease which embitters the 
middle and latter part of life among the mid- 
die and upper classes of the population is due 
to avoidable errors in diet. * while for 
not afew such, disease shortens life consider- 

ably. > 

From the careful specification of two only 
ofthe three classes of society we are left to 
infer that the poverty of the third saves them 
from the evils of disease and death darkly 
outlined by our author. If so; it would be 
well tor us all tobe poor. But our physician 
goes on to show us how by regulating our 
diet and moderating our desires, we may pro- 
long our life and enjoy good health even in 
the fated upper classes till old age claims its 
righteous prize. 

While deprecating the use of a strictly 
vegetarian diet, the author opines that we 
might advantageously combine vegetarian 

inciples and common sense in our dietary. 
— his main principle is that while over-eating 
is at all times unwise, it is at least to 
pome extent rational while we are young, with 
vigorous and healthy powers. But over-eat- 
ing is crime for the middie-aged and suicide 
tothe aged. His theory is that the system can 
only absorb a certain and (compared with 
what we absorb) small amount of food, and 
the surplus fund of nutrient material unused 
is stored up in some form.

Squire Bunyan this morning decided that 
the City Marsbal is authorized to summon 
juries in cases brought for violation of the 
city ordinances. The question of the Mar- 
shal’s authority to perform that duty was 
brought up in the case of Fred Hottes against 
Tony Bizzo and wife,for disturbing the peace. 
Bizzo and his wife were arrested on a warrant 


sworn out by Hottes, charging them with 
using violent and threatening language to 
him. The trouble between them grew 
out of claims of both to the 
ownership of a certain frame house in the 
First Ward. Bizzo was the original owner of 
the structure, but Hottes holds a tax-title to 
the property. Several days ago, when the 
tenant occupying the house moved out, Bizzo 
moved in without Hottes’ knowledge, and 
when the latter learned that Bizzo 
had taken possession he was very 
wrathy. He proceeded to the house 
and a stor scene between him end Bizzo 
took place. The result of it was the swearing 
out of a warrant by Hottes forthe arrest of 
Bizzo and his wife also. Bizzo and his spouse 
were lodged in jail, and being unable to give 
bond were kept in all night. During the night 
Hottes and a force of men went to the pris- 
oner’s residence, broke in all the doors and 
itched the furniture out into the street. 
he morning after this occur- 
rence Bizzo and his wife were 
released on their own recognizance. They 
employed Lawyer Flannigen to defend them 
in the case brought by Hottes which was set 
for last Monday, but when it was called in 
Squire Bunyan’s Court Mr. Flannigen de- 
manded a jury. City-Attorney Davis requested 
that ths ’Squire order the City Marshal to sum- 
mon the jury. Mr. Flannigen objected to the 
Marshal being delegated to perform that duty, 
claiming that that power was vested in con- 
stables only. The 3 was argued and Squire 
— postponed the hearing of the case 
until to-day, that he might look up the law on 
the questioned raised. This morning he de- 
cide that Marshal had authority to summon 
jurors, but as Marshal Walsh had not come on 
duty the case wascontinued, by consent, fora 
week. Lawyer Fiannigen, who has here- 
tofore had a‘‘sinch’’ on juries, does not 
propose to have the constables shut out in 
police cases, and says that when the Biezzo 
case comes to trial he will make no defense, 
butallow his clients to be fined and impris- 
oned, and he will then begin suit against the 
city, on their behalf, for heavy damages, for 
false imprisonment.

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WARRING RAILROADS. 


The Vandalia Enters ‘the Eastern Fight— 
Southern Rate-Cutting. 


The railroad rate-war begins to look serious, 
and yet it is not afull-fledged war either, 
because as yet thereisno attempt to really 
cut the life out of each other on the 
part of the roads. The changed aspect 
of affairs is brought about by the Vandalia 
which took part in the cutting for the first 
time to-day. Aschedule of rates was bulle- 
tined in frontof the office this morning. The 
determination to enter the fight was not 


known here until late last evening. 
The Vandalia, however, doe no 
ge in . as if it meant 

ut simply meets the rates 

by the O. & M. at every point, in no case going 
below any rate ofthe O. & M. This gives the 
Vandalia the same cut rate schedule that has 
been pasted in front of the O. & M. 
office with the exception of the New York rate, 
which is one dollar higher. Otherwise the 
rates are the same with Pittsburg at $8.65; 
Washington and Baltimore, $20.25; Wheeling, 
$7.65; Cincinnati, %, andanumber of other 
local points, such as Urbana, Dayton, Steuben- 
ville and Zanesville, which cannot 
be given higher rates under the in- 
terstate commerce law. With the excep- 
tion of the Vandalia’s move nothing 
else has been done, the O. & M. retaining the 
same rates as prevailed before. It is believed, 
however, that the Vandalia will net be con- 
tent with simply meeting theO. & M., but if 
the latter persists will cut Cincinnati and 
other O0. M. points down to a nominal 
figure. 


THE SOUTHERN FIGHT. 

The M. & O. is cutting high jinks in south- 
ern territory, and is waging a hot war on the 
L. XN. The rate of $5, made to Chattanooga, 
Atlanta and other points, were men- 
tioned yesterday. Nashville. has a 514 
rate; New Orleans, $18, and Vicksburg, $16.05. 
To-day the Oairo Short Line made a 
$9.45 rate to Memphis and the M. & O. met it 
promptly. The Louisville & Nashville is taking 
no notice of the cut and is doing 
nothing to meet it. Mr. John W. Moss, 
the Division Passenger Agent, is 
indignant over “the charges made 
against his road with regard to the I cent rate 
made by it for side excursions. He said that 
rate was promised a year ago to enable the 
veterans to visit Nashville and surrounding 
points after the Encampment here. He 
said that this was understood and 
that the rate did not cut into 
the territory of any other road and was not an 
effort to injure any other road. He declares 
that itis only a pretext for the M. & O. to at- 
tempt to ruin business in the L. X N. territory, 
where that road cannot do business itself, and 
that his road will not meet any of the rates, 
but will let the M. & O. do what it pleases.’’ 


LABOR NEWS. 


Probable Settlement of the Lehigh Strike 
—The Indiana Miners. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 24.—There will 
be, according to statements from trustworthy 
sources, an adjustment of the strike troubles 
in the Lehigh region within a week. It is be- 


lieved that a committee of employes will meet 
the managers and that the advance will be 
paid. The companies state, in justification of 
their course, that not a name signed to the pe- 
tition for an advance was genuine. 


The Indiana Miners. 


VINCENNES, Ind., September A.—The coal 
miners throughout this section are still out on 
astrike. Five hundred minersin Washington 
are out at Cabell and Coe’s mines; 200 at 


Montgomery at the Union mines, about one 
hundred at Rogers’ mine in Pike County; 
about one hundred at Biedermier’s mines 
in Pike County, and 709 or 800 in tbe 
mines around Evansville. The Washington 
miners demand 60 cents per ton for miners, 
and $1.55 per day for day hands. The miners 
below the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad are all 
out on strike. Their especial demard is 
thatthe mines south of the Ohio & Mississippi 
be operated on the same scale as the mines of 
this point—that is, the scale fixed by the 
Miners and Owners, Federation. The 
companies have all refused the demand, 
and the miners hold meetings each 
day and are determined to hold out. Arbitra- 
tion, however, may solve the problem before 
many days. The miners in the Evansville re- 
gion demand an increase of 1242 cents per ton. 
The price paid them formerly was 77% cents. 
Beidermeier’s men got their demand, but they 
refuse to go to work until the district troubles 
are settled. The miners aiso demand pay 
every two weeks. 


THE ANARCHISTS, 


Pryor on the Appeal—Mrs. Lucy 
Parsons Released. 


NEw YorK, September 24.—A reporter called 
on Gen. Pryor to ascertain, if possible, the 
name of the Judge to whom he meant to apply 
for a writ of error in the case of the con- 
demned Chicago Anarchists. ‘‘We shall most 
undoubtedly apply for the writ of error,’’ said 
the General, ‘‘but what Justice we are going 
to make our application to has not yet been 
decided. 


Mrs. Parsons Released. 


CHICAGO, September 24.— Mrs. Parsons, the 
dusky wife of the condemned Anarchist, 
was arraigned before Justice Lyon this 
morning for refusing to comply with a po- 


lice officer's warning to desist from violating 
the city ordinance against distributing cir- 
culars on the streets. The policeman testi- 
fled that even on the way to the station she 
continued the obnoxious work. In court 
Mrs. Parsons assumed the air of a martyr. 
She claimed the ordinance was a dead 
letter. Ihope, she said pleadingly to the 
Justice, that you will remember where m 

husband is, and deal with me as you wish 
your own wife to be dealt with under similar 
circumstances.’’ The Just ce said he would 
continue the case until Tuesday, allowing Mrs. 
Parsons to depart on her own recognizance. 
A large number of the woman’s friends were 
in court. 


A BOX-FACTORY FIRE, 


Flames Do $3,000 Damage at 5 O'Clock in 


the Morning. 


At 5:52 o’cl6ck this morning a fire broke out 
in the boiler-room ofthe box-factory belong- 
ing to John G. Wellhoener, Nos. 1306 and 1308 
Warren street. An alarm was turned on from 
box No. 871, which was quickly responded toby 
the Fire Department. The building was a three- 


story brick with atwo-story frame addition 
over the boilers. The flames spread rapidly 
and by thegime the department arrived had 
possession of the frame portion ofthe build- 
ing which was completely destroyed. The 
loss will probably reach $3,000. The building 
and machinery was insured for $5,750 in sev- 
eral companies. The fire was the result of 
leaving sbavings too close to the boilers, 
which caught frefrom the furnace.

SECRETARY WHITNEY DELIGHT WITH 
THE DYNAMITE GUN EXPERIMENTS. 


A Terrible Arm for Warfare—Co issioner 
Miller’s Proposed Analytical Tests of 
Beer—Adulteration to Be Legally Pro- 
hibited — Immigration Statistics — Offers 
of Bonds—News From the National 
Capical. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September &.—Secre- 
ary Whitney is pleased with the result of the 
fiynamite gun experiment. He said yester- 
jay: ‘‘The experiment was most successful. 
seing is believing, and I wished to sees ome 
hing actually done. I have been increduious, 
put lconfess that I was greatly impressed 
with the power ofthe explosion. The vessel 
was lifted up bodily, and then went out of 
pight instantly. The resistance of that target 
was evidently no measure of the power of the 
projectile. It demonstrated this—that they can 
lodge dynamite in destructive quantities a mile 
and a quarter off with considerable accuracy, 
and itis a matter of detail merely to increase 
the range of the gun and the quantity of the 


explosive, so as to render it capable of de- 
stroying the strongest ironclads. It avoids 
the present contest between torpedoes and 
machine guns. The method now employed 
for using high explosives is in torpedoes. 
Torpedoes are met with machine guns and 
steel nettings placed about ships, but this 
ymeumatic gun is a new method of attack. 
Taking its range and the line of flight of the 
projectile, itis dificult to say how it can be 
met. For coast defense u seems tome the 
most important arm yet invented. Its use- 
fulness on ships is yet to be established, but 
its importance generally, in naval warfare as 
au arm cannot be over-estimated.’’

Trade With China. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 24.—Minister 
Denby, ina report to the State Department, 
pays one of the chief impediments to the 
opening of new branches of trade with the 


Chinese is the ignorance of our manufacturers 
und producers of the needs and tastes of the 
Chinese. He cites bardware as an ex- 
ample, saying that Chinese hardware, 
though cheap, is very inferior, 
and that if our manufacturers knew 
the tastes ofthe Chinese they could produce 
articles far superior in quality and at compet- 
ing prices. It is also an undoubted fact,“ 
he says, ‘‘thatamong the natural products of 
China there are many which would 


be useful and salable in America 
were their uses better known. Some 
of the European nations, especially France, 
Germany and Belgium, are beginning to look 


more closely after the Chinese trade than for- 
merly. They are Weller exhibitions 
where the noveities of Chinese production can 
be made known, while a French syndicate has 
established an exhibition of French products 
in China. 


Analytical Tests of Beer. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 24.—Com- 
missioner Miller of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau yesterday said that he intends to make 
analytical tests of the various kinds of beer 


sold throughout the country. These tests will 
be made public in the interest of the people, 
and owing to the method to be followed in 
collecting the samples, the brewers will not 
be able to render the tests nugatory by prep- 
aration. 

It is the intention of Commissioner Miligr of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau to transmit to 
Congress the results of the investigations he is 
about to make into the purity of the different 
brands of beer. If deleterious adulterations 
are revealed, the Commissioner will suggest 
that Congress confer power upon the Bureau 
to prevent the making of impure beer. 


The Japanese Kailroads. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 24.—Consul 
Jernigan, at Osaki, and Hiago, Japan, in a re- 
port to the Secretary of State upon railroads 
and railway regulations in Japan, states that 


no less than thirty-four new railway projects 
have been started within the last six months, 
twenty-one of which involve an aggregate 
capital of 48,000,000. The existing roads have 
ali been surveyed and constructed by for- 
vigners, but the list contains the names of no 
Americans, nor do American mecbanics 
orengineers appearto have any connection 
with the new projects. 


Immigrant Statistics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 24.—The Bu- 
reau of Statistics reports that for the eight 
months of the current year to September 1 the 
number of immigrants landed :in this country 


was 362,539, against 254,679 during the corre- 
sponding part of last year. 


Imported Rams. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September A4. — The 
Treasury Department has decided that rams 


imported specially for breeding purposes may 
be admitted free of duty, notwithstanding 
the admission of the importer that he intends 
to sell them. 


Gold and Bullion. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 24.—The 
gold coin and bullion inthe Treasury on Sep- 


tember 20 was $289,677,835, which is an increase 
in the total for ten days of $3,540,638. 


Offers of Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 24.—Bonds 
‘to the amount of $1,500,000 have been offered to 
the Treasury to-day. 

' The bond purchases to-day amounted to 
$1,805,350. Of this amount $522,650 were (per 
cents and $1,372,700 were 442 per cents.

MORE EDUCATION, 


The Demand Now Made of Appticants for 
the Methodist Ministry. 


There has been a great deal of talk among 
the Southern Methodist clergy regarding the 
rejection at the late annual conference at 
Fredericktown, of a number of young men 
who applied for admission to the ministry. 
They were rejected because of insufficient 
education and on the question of 


edcational qualifications the conference took 
a decided position and put itself on record in 
favor of a higher intellectual standard. The 
Southwestern Methodist speaks on the subject 
this week as follows: ‘‘The St. Louis Confer- 
ence is taking higher ground as regards the 
qualifications required in the young men who 
enter the ministry. This is an important 
step. The demand 18 upon us 
for a better educated ministry. Thile con- 
secration is of the first importance, still, as 
the Bishop forcibly remarked, there must be 
something to consecrate. Consecrated ignor- 
ance is not an offering acceptabie to the Lord 
where the paths of knowledge are open on 
every side, and the Church is calling for higher 
education in her ministers. There is a great 
injustice done to young men themselves by 
admitting them into the traveling connection 
without education and with low conceptions 
of the literary attainments demanded by the 
pulpit.’’ 

What will result from this cry for more edu- 
cation is thus explained by Rev. J. E. God- 
bey, D. D., editor of the Methodist: It 
means that there will be a more rigorous ex- 
amination in the future. Our discipline has 
provisions which, if faithfully followed, 
will make an applicant an edu- 
cated man. An applicant to enter 
must pass an examination in the ordinary En- 
glish branches. Then after admission he 
must take a four years’ course of study, which, 
if honestly pursued to the end, will bring him 
out an educated man. This partof the dis- 
cipline has been overlooked in the 
past. At the late conference there 
were twenty preachers in active work 
less ualified by education than the 
922 applicants, but despite this it was 
telt that a new line should be drawn. The 
times demand a broader education and we 
must move along that line. We do not insist 
upon a classical education, but upon a more 
thorough attention to the four year’s 
course. 

A glance through the Discipline shows that 
the four years’ course mentioned deais with 
nothing but theology and biblical criticism.

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A GREAT MONOPOLY. 


INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THEWESTERN 
UNION TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


Extortionate Tariff Combined With Slow 
and Indifferent Service—Gobbling Up 
Competing and Rival Lines—Govern- 
ment Rights and Money Acquired by a 
Private Corporation—Proposed Legisla- 
tion. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., September 26.—The his- 
tory of the monopoly which the Western 
Union Telegraph Company has maintained in 
the territory east of the Mississippi River, di- 
versified, indeed, by occasional spasms of 
competition, is pretty well known. The pub- 
lic has been brought face to face with it and has 
suffered during the long non-competitive in- 
tervals from extortionate tariffs, judicially 
combined with slow and indifferent service. 
But it does at least know what competition 
is among telegraph companies and it 
does breathe occasionally the healthy at- 
mosphere and experience, and the pleas- 
ant conditions which are attendant 
on it. The Western Union anaconda, 
as usual, swallows its rivals, however, and the 
indications are that it is preparing at the pres- 
ent moment to swallow the Baltimore & Ohio 
and the Mackey system of cables and tele- 
graph lines. But until it does so, New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago get low 
rates, courteous treatment and reasonably 
prompt service. Throughout the vast region 
lying between the Mssouri River and the 
Pacific coast, comprising one-half of the area 
of the entire United States and including with- 
in its boundaries eight States and nine Terri- 
tories and 5,000,000 of people, however, the 
Western Union Telegraph Company monopoly 
reigns supreme and unquestioned. It con- 
trols all the lines which follow the Union 
Pacific, Central Pacific, Northern Pacific, 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe roads 
and their branches across the con- 
tinent. At the hundred railroad 
stations on these roads, north east, south and 
west, no telegraph signs save those of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company are to 
be seen, and as a matter of course, under 
these conditions, the telegraph tariff is what 
the company pleases to make it. Needlessly 
the rate is made high. In a speech which 
Congressman Anderson of Kansas delivered 
in the House towards the end of the last 
session, he told how, after spending $15 in 
telegraphing to get the local elections in his 
State and waiting two or three days for re- 
plies, be finally got the election returns by 
mail at an expenditure of 50cents. But the 
gross injustice of the monopoly inthe West 
takes off a deeper color when it is under- 
stood that the Pacific Railroad telegraph lines, 
which are operated in deflance of the public, 
were 

BUILT WITH PUBLIC MONEY. 

They were dullt out of the money, lands, 
bonds and credit given by the National Gov- 
ernment to the transcontinental! lines already 
mentioned. The poles were putup and the 
wires strung under the general charter given 
to these land grant railroads, and the work 
was paid for out of the Government loans.

builtand their payment provided for, distinctly 
stipulated that they were to be operated for 
the benefit of the general public. The lan- 
guage of the acton this point is perfectly 
clear, Yet the Pacific Railroads have united in 
disregarding the obvious intentions of 
Congress in this matter and the Western Union 
Telegraph Company to-day holdsa lease of 
all these railroads telegraph lines of sucha 


character as to shake off all competition. 
Congress, by this wholly illegal and unau- 
thorized action on the part of the railroads in 
question, isthus putin the anomalous posi- 
tion of extending publicaidto an essentially 
private enterprise, and using the public 
money to crush the public. The Union Pacific 
turned over the Government property to the 
Western Union Telegraph Company and 
entered into a compact to strangle competi- 
tion, and the railroads huve done the same 
thing. That they had no shadow of 
right in taking this action is the opin- 
ion of every railroad lawyer in the country 
who has examined the case. Curiously 
enough, Messrs. Sydney Bartlett and John F. 
Dillon, the counsel for the Union Pacific Rall - 
road, furnished an opinion of this kind in 
1880. At that time the controlling interest in 
the railroad was held by Jay Gould and other 

ersons also ident fed with the American 

nion Company, then in opposition to the 
Western Union. Mr. Gould called upon Bart- 
lett and Dilion foran opinion,which was fur- 
nished within five days, on February 20, 1880. 

THIS OPINION DECLARES: 

On well known principles of law such fran- 
chises are unalienable without express 
legislative authority. Not only is there an 
absence of such authority, but the existence 
is plainly negatived by the nature of the 
rights reserved to the Government, and the 
special duties toward the Government and the 
public, enjoined on the companies, which 
they alone can perform. Thus, the com- 
panies are required to transmit messages for 
the Government, and the earnings of tlie tele- 
gragh line from this source are to be applied 
to the payment of the Government bonds. 
do the several Pacific companies are required 
to operate and use their respective roads and 
telegraph as one continuous line, without 
discrimination in favor of or against any of the 
companies, and it is made unlawful for them 
if they are the proprietors of atelecraph line, 
to refuse or tall to transmit news or messages 
for all persons. It results, therefore, that no 
valid lease or other contract can be made by 
the companies to surrender or to devolve on 
others their duty to maintain and control any 
more in respectof their lines of ps 
than they can in respect of their lines of rail - 
road. Any lease or contract tothat effect is, 
inthe language of the law, uitra vires. In 
view of the foregoing considerations the an- 
swer tothe question —.— on behalf of 
the American Union Telegraph Company is 
obvious. Assuming that under their charter the 
Kansas and Union Pacific Companies origin- 
ally constructed and thereby became propri- 
etors of lines of telegraph. Itisthe duty of 
their successors, the present Union Pacific 
Company, to maintain and use them. It can 
not refuse to receive and transmit messages 
from andtothe American Union Telegraph 
Pompany or any other company or persons, 
without violating its duty and incurring civil 
and criminal penalties. Any proprietor of a 
line of telegraph, underthe authority of the 
Pacific acte—if there be any such besides the 
railway companies—is likewise bound to re- 
ceive and transmit messages forthe public or 
tor any other company under the penalties 
prescribed by Oongress. 

' OTHER OPINIONS. 

Judge McOrary said on this point: The 

Union Pacific Railroad Company is absolutely 
without authority to allenate fts 83 
franchise or any property necessary to the 
erformance by it of the duties imposed by 
aW. 
Judge Miller declared: On the face of the 
acts of Congress of 18623 and 1864, called the 
‘Pacific Railroad Acts, the obligation of 
the Union Pacific and its branches to build 
and operate for the publicatelegraph line 
along its right-of-way was an obligation 
which they cannot abandon.’’ 

A tew months after these decisions the Amer- 
loan Union was absorbed by the Western 
Union. Mr. Gould went into the Board of the 
latter company, and ail unfriendly proceed- 


ings against the Western Union were dropped. 
The matter was not taken up again till August, 
1884, when President Bates of the B. & O., act- 
ing for that company precisely as Mr. Gould 
acted for the American Union, applied to the 
Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific for a con- 
nection, but was put off with flimsy excuses 
for about six months, President Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, Jr., stating he had been in cor- 
respondence with Judge Dillon, then counsel 
of the Western Union Company, and had 
been advised that the Union Pacific Com- 
pany had no published list of offices 
and did not undertake to furnish 
its customers with such list, and that the tariff 
rates could be obtained on application at any 
of its telegraph offices which, he added, were 
wellknown. After more correspondence the 
list of telegraph stations was finally furnished, 
but, singular tostate,Omaha and Kansas City, 
the two eastern termini, were omitted. The 
attention of the railroad company was cailed 
to the omission, but since then they have not 
said a word on the subject. This whole mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of Congress 
in 1886 by Congressman Andersou of Kansas, 
and the Committee on Post-oftices and Post 
Roads were empowered to investigate abuses 
and examine witnesses. The committee went 
to work and, among other witnesses, exam- 
ined Dr. Green, President of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. When asked 
whether bis company leased the Central Pa- 
cific lines, he said: We do not exactly lease 
the lines, but we take all the revenues. They 
operate their way stations just as the Union 
Pacific does. They take any business that 
comes, and turn overall the receipts to us. 
We give them, lam pretty sure, $100,000 annu- 
ally. 

The committee examined other witnesses, 
including President Bates of the B. & O., Mr. 
J. C. Ruff and Gen. Wager Swayne, counsel of 
the Western Union, and during the last session 
of Congress made a report embodying the facts 
here set down and many otners of a corrobo- 
rative character. It s a subject which certain- 
ly demands legislative attention, and its fur- 
ther agitation should not be left to the Pres!- 
dents of opposition telegraph companies. It 
is something for the public to decide.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY, 


A Union Veteran Attempts to Murder a 
Widow and Commits Suicide. 


MIppLeTowN, N. V., September 26.—The 
northern suburb of this town, near the type 
factory, was arousedat3a. m. yesterday by 
a woman appearing on the street in her night- 
dress stained with blood, and screaming 
„murder. The woman is Mrs. Saran Hender- 
son, widow of William M. Henderson, of the 
Eighty-seventh New York Volunteers, who 
died while in the service. She draws a widow’s 
pension of $12 per month, and lives 
with her young son atthe scene of the trag- 


edy. There has lived with the widow Hender- 
gon for twelve years past an unmarried vet- 
eran named Walter ©. Brown. The family 
subsisted on his pension of $8 per month. He 
was somewhat eccentiic and melancholy but 
was never thought of unsound mind. The 
family retired as usua! Saturday night, Brown 
occupying a bed and Mrs. Henderson a lounge 
in one room, her son sleeping in the room ad- 
joining. Mrs. Henderson says she was 
awakened shortly after 3 o’clock by the ex- 
losion of a pistol close to her face. The 
ullet cut ites way through her hair, 
splintering her comb an lodging 
the lounge. By the flash of the 
istol she recognized Brown standing over 
er, revolverin hand. As she sprang to her 
feet, a second shot struck her in the left 
shoulder, — a severe wound. Her 
screams aroused her son, who came to the 
rescue, and in the desperate struggle with the 
would-bemurderer another shot was flred, but 
the ball entered the ceiling overhead, The pis- 
tol was then knocked from Brown’s hand tothe 
floor and the woman and her son took advant- 
age of the opportunity to fly into the street 
and call for Ep. Neighbors soon gathered, 
and a pollceman arrived and entered the 
room which was the svene of the attempted 
murder. The officer found Brown lying dead 
on bis biood-soaked bed, with a well-sharp- 
ened jack-knife still grasped in his hand and 
with which he had cuta frightful gash in his 
‘throat, eevering the jugular vein and 
causing instant death. The deed was evident- 
ly premeditate!, but whether inspired by 
ealousy of the woman with whom he lived or 
y insane frenzy will probably never be 
known. A few days since he bought a suit of 
clothes and told the widow and ber son that 
he did not expect to live long and the ciothes 
were intended for burial use.

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HISTORY OF THE DIVISIONS OF THE 
FEDERAL ARMY. 


How and Where Each of the Army Corps 
Was Organized and When and How the 
Corps Emblems Were Adopted—The 
Thirteenth Corps Will Meet To-Morrow 
to Adopt a Badge. 


In March, 1862, President Lincoln issued an 
order providing for the reorganization of the 
Army of the Potomac, then under McClellan. 
By its terms there were to be four corps. The 
commanders designated, respectively, were 
Generals McDowell, Sumner, Heintzelman and 
Keyes. A fifth corps, asa separate and dis- 
tinct body, was placed under the command of 
General Banks. In July of that year Congress 
‘*legalized’’ this order by providing that the 
President mightestablish and organize army 
corps athis discretion. This power already 
existed, because the Chief Magistrate is ex- 
officio commander-in-chief of allthe national 
forces, 
make such dispositions of the troops as he 
sees fit. Henceforth orders were made from 
time to time creating new corps. 

On August 12, 1862, the First Corps was des- 
ignated as including troopsin the Mountain 
Department, then under Gen. Fremont. April 
15, 1863, John F. Reynolds was assigned to the 
command. Hewas killed on the first day at 
Gettysburg, and Gen. Doubleday took his 
place. March 23, 1864, the corps was discon- 
tinued, but November 28, 1864, it was reor- 
ganized under Hancock asa Corps of Veter- 
ans, and a new badge adopted. 

The Second Corps was organized on August 
12, 1862, and designated as including the troops 
then in the Shenandoah Valley under Gen. 
Banks. September 12, 1862, it was ordered 
that this corps thereafter should be known as 
the Eleventh, and that the Second Division of 
the Army of the Potomac shonld be consti- 
tuted the Second Corps. Similiar changes 


were quite frequent in the corps organizations 
during the War of the Rebellion. 

The Third Corps was designated August 12, 
1862. It included the troops then under Gen. 
McDowell, and formed part of the Army of 
Virzinia, which was placed under command 
of Major-General John Pope. From and after 
September 12, 1862, it was known as the 
Twelith Corps. At the same time a new Third 
Corps was organized, consisting of the 
Third Corps of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, which had served under Me- 
Clellan in the peninsular campaign. 

The old Fourth Division ofthe Army of the 
Potomac was, on September 12, 1862, desig- 
nated by general orderasthe Fourth Corps. 
August 1, 1863, it was discontinued. Septem- 
ber 28, 1863, a new Fourth Corps was created 
by consolidation of the Twentieth and Twenty- 
first Corps, and Gen. Gordon Granger was as- 
signed to the command. Under that fine 
officer this corps did splendid service at Mis- 
sionary Ridge. 

On July 22, 1862, the troops then under Gen. 
Fitz-John Porter were designated by general 
order as the Fifth Corps. When the FiretCorps 
was discontinned, and the troops trarsferred 
to the Fifth, they surrounded the cross with a 
circle, their old badge, thus combining the 
two. The Fitth Corps was under the command 
of Gen. Fitz-JohnjPorter at the second battle 
of Bull Run, but took no part in that engage- 
ment. 

The Sixth Corps was designated July 22, 
1862. It included troops then under com- 
mand of Gen. W. B. Franklin. His succes- 
sors in command were John Sedgwick and H. 
G. Wright. When the Third Corps men were 
assigned to the Sixth, in March, 1864, they 
retained their old badge, a lozenge, by dis- 
playing it upon the Greek cross as a back- 
ground. Under Gen. Wrigut the Sixth Corps 
took partin the Richmond campaign, May- 
July, 1864. 

The Seventh Corps was designated July 22, 
1862. Itincluded the troops then under Gen 
Dix. On August 1, 1863, c was discontinued 
and the troops transferred to the Eighteenth 
Corps. A new Seventh Corps was organized 
January 6, 1864, and consisted of Gen. Steel’s 
command in Arkansas. In that Department 
the reorzanized Seventh Corps did excellent 
service during the last months of the war. 

The Eighth Corps, on July 22, 1862, was des- 
ignated as including theforces then under 
Gen. Wool, March 12, 1863, Gen. Lewis Wal- 
lace, who particularly distinguished himself 
at the battle of Shiloh, was assigned to the 
command. Under that brilliant officer the 
Kighth Corps saw some hard service, but al- 
ways made a good record for bravery and 
steadiness in action. The badge auopted was 
a six-pointed star. 

The Ninth Corps was organized on July 22, 
1862. It was designated to include the forces 
then operating in North Carolina under Burn- 
side. Itsservices were generally in co-oper- 
ation with the navy, hence the significance of 
the badge. The Ninth were often spoken of 
asthe Ainphibian Corps. The corps did ex- 
cellent service along the Atlantic coast in the 
year 1862 and year following. It was composed 
of some excellent regiments, and always gave 
a good account of itself. 

‘he Tenth Corps was organized September 
8, 1862. It was designated to include all forces 
under Gen. Mitchellin the Department of the 
South, December 3, 1864, it was discontinued, 
but March 27, 1865, it was reorganized to in- 
clude a portion of the troops then serving in 
North Carolina, and Gen. A. H. Terry wae 
assigned tothe command. The latter officer 
it was who made the second and successful 
assxult upon Fort Fisher. Heisnowa Major- 
General in the regular army. 

The Eleventh Corps was organized Septem- 
ber 12, 1862. It was desiguated to include the 
troops under Gen. Banks in the Shenandoah 
Valley. On April 4, 1864, it was consolidated 
with the Twelith Corps, forming the Twentieth 
Army Corps. When a component of the lat 
ter corps the old Eleventh boys did some 
magnificent work under ‘‘Fightiug Joe’’ 
Hooker at Lookout Mountain and Missionary 
Ridge. It was with Sherman in the march to 
the sea. 

The Twelfth Oorps was organized on Sep- 
tember 12, 1862. It was designated to include 
the troops then under Gen. McDowell. On 
April 4, 1862, it was consolidated with the 
Kleventh Corps, forming the Twentieth Corps, 
which adopted the badge of the Twelfth. The 
newly-organized 8 was placed under the 
command of Gen. Hooker. Throughout all 
the changes of commanders the members of 
the old Twelfth Corps retained their pride of 
organization. 

No badge was adopted by the Thirteenth 
Corps. On October &, 1862, it was designated 
as including the troops then under Gen.Grant. 
On December 18, 1862, Gen. McCiernand was 
assigned to the command, and Junell, 1864, it 
was discontinued. On February 18, 1865, it 
was reorganized under command of Gen. 
Granger. To-morrow, shortly after the pa- 
rade, a meeting of the Thirteenth Corps will 
be held in Adjt.-Gen, Gray’s quarters to adopt 
a badge. 

On October 24, 1862, it was designated as in- 
cluding the troops then under Gen. Rosecrans. 
On January 9, 1863, it was divided into three 
corps, to be known as the Fourteenth, Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-first respectively. The de- 
Vice which was adopted as the badge of this 
corps represents the rations on which the men 
lived for atime when beleaguered in Chatta- 
nooga. They found rogsted acorns very 
nutritious, and kept the memory of them 
fresh ever after. 

December 18, 1862, the Fifteenth Corps was 
constituted. from a part of Gen. Grant's 
troops. Gen. W. T. Sherman was assigned 
to the command. The origin ot the badge of 
this corps was a remark of an Irishman, who 
was asked one day: ‘‘Where’s your badge? 
**It’s right here, te is, was the reply, slap- 
pling his cartridge-box. The boys at once 
appreciated the spirit of this lively retort. The 
Fifteenth was placed under command of Gen, 
Logan after tne fall of Vicksburg. 

The Sixteenth Corps was orzanized on De- 
cember 18, 1862, t was constituted from 
troops then under Gen. Grant. 8. A. Huribut 
was placed in command. On November 7, 
1864, it was discontinued, and February 18, 
1865, it was reorganized with Maj.-Gen. A. J. 
Smith as Commander. The badge is a circle 
with four figures in the shape of a minie ball 
ont out of it, the points toward the center. 

he Seventeenth Corps was organized on 
December 18, 1862. It was designated as in- 
cluding apart of the troops under Gen. 
Grant. This was McPherson’s corps, after- 
ward commanded 7 Gen. Frank P. Biair. 
The reason given for the adoption of the

The Twenty-second Corps was organized on 
February 2, 1868. It was designated as inciud- 
ing troops detailed for the defense of Washing- 
ton under Gen. Heintzelman. The 
badge was adopted as being 
bolical of the duties of the troops 

uarding the national capital. a bastioned 
ort. Gen. Heintzelman nad previously been 
in command of the Third Corps in the Penin- 
sular campaign, and at Fair Oaks he had the 
Fourth Corps as wellas the Third under his 
command. 

The Twenty-third Corps was organized on 
April 27, 1863. It was designated as including 
a portion of the troops then in Kentucky. 
Gen. Hartsuff was assigned tothe command. 
His successors were Gens. George Stoneman, 
the present Governor of the State of Califor- 
nia; Schofield and Cox. Under the latter com- 
mander the Twenty-third Corps saw some 
severe service, but always gave a creditable 
return. 

The Twenty-fourth Corps was organized on 
December 3, 1864, from infantry in the Army of 
the James, and Gen. Ord was placed in com- 
mand, Gen. Ordit was who relieved Gen. 
Butler, in command of the Department of 
Virginia and North Carolina, and of the Army 
of the James. The Twenty-fourth Corps was 
engaged in service in the Army of 
the James till toward the close of the war. 
The badge adopted represented a heart. 

The Twenty-fifth Corps was organized on 
December 8, 1864, from colored volunteers, 
and General Weitzel placed in command. In 
the order adopting the badge he used the fol- 
lowing stirring words: ‘‘Soldiers, you can 
make this badve immortal! Let history record 
that on the banks of the James 30,000 freemen 
not only gained their own liberty, but shat- 
tered the prejudice of the world and gave to 
the land of their birth peace, union and 
giory!’’ 

In 1864 Major-General Winfield Scott Han- 
cock organized a corps of veterans, which was 
called the First Corps. It adopted a badge 
consisting of a wreath of laurel inthe form of 
acircle. From this seven hands stretch forth, 
each grasping a spear.

rom November, 1864, to February, 1865, 

In addition tothe corps badges there were 
many others to designate the various branches 
of the service, for example, Sheridan’s Cav- 
alry Corps, which represents crossed sabers 
on a blue field fringed with silver; Wilson’s 
Cavalry Corps, the Engineer Corps and the 
Signal Corps. 

The badge of the Signal Corps was flags 
crossed and a torch. The emblems repre- 
sented the work of the Corps by day and by 
night. 

Wilson’s Cavalry Corps has a badge—a car- 
bine with suspended guidon and gilt sabers, 
crossed. 

The badge of the Engineer Corps was two 
Oars crossed over an anchor with encir- 
clin scroll, the whole surmounted by a 
custie.

LOTS OF TROUBLE. 


The Peculiar Fight About the Pastorate of 
Holy Trinity Church. 


NEW YORK, September 2.—There seems to 
be lots of trouble ahead for the Church of the 
Holy Trinity. The quarrel with Rev. Dr. 
Stephen Tyng threatens to assume an un- 
pleasant shape within ashort time. Dr. Tyng 
says ho is only waiting for things to get settled 
under the new rector, Rev. E. Walpole 
Warren, to take decided action in the 


matter. As if A legal fight with 
an ex - pastor were not enough, 
John 8. Kennedy, President of theSt. An 
drew’s Society, is adding to the burdens of the 
church in a noveland startling manner. Mr. 
Warren, the new pastor, came from England. 
Mr. Kennedy says that the importation ofa 
minister of the gospel is contrary to the doc- 
trine of protection to home industries, as set 
forth in act of Congress, approved February 
26, 1885, entitied An act to prohibit 
importation and immigration of  for- 
eigners or aliens under contract 
or agreement to perform labor in 
the United States. In accordance with 
this supposition, Mr. Kennedy has written to 
Collector Magone, calling attention to Mr. 
Warren’s ‘‘importation,’’ and to the law 
which he thinks has been violated. He has 
nothing whatever against Mr. Warren, he 
suys, but as President of St. Andrew’s Society 
he has been greatly grieved by the enforce- 
ment of the law against his countrymen, and 
he wants it enforced against others in the 
same way.

AN EPIDEMEC OF DRUNKENNESS. 


The Disgraceful Conduct of Army and Naval 
Officers. 


By Telegraph to the PosT- DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 26.—An 
epidemic of drunkeness would seem to have 
prevailed in the army and navy during the 
summer, affecting even the Military Academy 
at West Point, andthe civil bureaus of both 
departments. The army orders published 
Saturday contain afull report of the court- 
martial and findings in the case of West Point 
Cadets William R. Dashiell, Hart, George W. 
Kirkman and Alfred ©. Merrill, who were 
tried for drunkenness at the State Encamp- 
ment at Feekskill in July. The exemplary 
youths appeared on parade in such a state of 
intoxication that the services of orderlies were 
required to prevent them from falling 
from their horses. The court found them all 
guilty, and Cadet Merrill admitted the charge 
of having left his post before being relieved, 
Dashiell, Hart and Kirkman were sentenced to 
be dismissed the service, and Merrill to ten 
months’ suspension with loss of pay. Execu- 
tive clemency interfered in each case, how- 
ever, and the sentence of Dashiell and Hart 
was commuted to three months in the light 
prison, that of Kirkman to four months, and 
that of Merrill totwo months similar confine- 
ment.
